ARMY IN WORLD 


Better Cared for Than Any Sol­ 
dier at Front. 


ROW KFARES "OVER HERE" 


Clothing Supply Larger Than Most of 
th© Soldiers Owned In Civil Life— 
Food Contains No Delicacies, but Is 
Plenteous and Substantial—Barracks 
and Huts Are Always Kept Warm— 
, Rail President's Sun a Chauffeur. 


(By a Californian With the American 
Forces in France.) 


You will note by tho above that my 
address is changed. 
I ani now a can­ 
didate. 
I am a candidate for a com­ 
mission. 
It was 
very unexpected— 
particularly on my part. 
As near us 
I can figure out, it was decided to or 
ganize a training camp over here on 
the lines of those in the states and 
give the fellows who enlisted early or 
who were in the original 
army 
a 
chance. 
All the regiments over here 
were invited to send a certain quota 
and I was one of five from my regi­ 
ment. 
We train three months, accord­ 
ing to program, under more or lens 
actual war conditions, and. if we pass 
at the end of that time, get shoulder 
straps. 
I only got here yesterday. 
I 
ain u private entirely surrounded by 
military talent 
A sort of an island. 
There is only one other private in the 
Soh OOI. 
There are men here who were in 
the training camps in the states and 
quit to get over here quick, men who 
chased Pancho Villa in Mexico, men 
who have been in the trenches and 
explored No Man's Land, an i ser­ 
geants, top sergeants and sergeant- 
majors who have been in the regular 
army for years. 
But there Is no one 
over thirty-two. 
I ara closer to the 
front than I was before, by a good 
many tulles—so close that It Is begin­ 
ning to look blamed businesslike. 
I was talking to one of the fellows 
who was in the trenches this morn­ 
ing. 
They don't go Into details, but 
say that it Isn't 
so 
uncomfortable. 
They are firm In the belief that when 
the Americans start they will keep 
going. 
In the quiet sector they were. 
In. they say, the principal aim of both 
sides seemed to be to k**ep the peace. 
A French sentry told one of them: 
"lf you see a German. d< Vt shoot; 
you’ll onlv start trouble." “Hell,*' said 
the American, “th a ts what we're here 
for.” The men live fairly comfortably 
In the dugouts, be said. 
In one that 
he was in there were three or four 
rooms, au electric light plant aud even 
a piano. 
Best-Clothed Army. 
This camp is located at which I think 
was an old French armory. 
We are 
quartered in a sturdy s*<»ne building 
three stories high 
No electric lights; 
bum ventilation. 
It is very cold. Know 
on the ground and in the morning ice. 
which doesnt always melt during the 
day. 
Hut It is invigorating. 
Which 
cause* me to remark that the American 
army must la* tile best clothed in tin* 
field. 
This was linpr* —**<1 upon me 
particularly when I packed up. 
In the 
line of clothes here is what I was sup- 
jwxsed to put into a dinny bog. a *- ult - 
case and on my back. Two suits olive 
rirab, one overall suit. including denim 
hat. two campaign hats, three pairs 
leggings, overcoat, eight suits of un­ 
derwear, ten pairs of 
socks, three 
tdankets, half shelter and poncho, three 
pair* shoes, four woolen shirts one 
pair knit 
glove*, one 
pair 
leather 
gloves, five towels, one sweater. 
Tlds 
doesn’t include ordnance Incidentals 
and toilet articles. 
I turned in. before 
I left my company, a pair of hip rub­ 
ber boots and a suit of fisherman's 
oilskins for rain and mud. 
Some of 
the fellows holler about the issue of 
colthes, but I never bad as many in 
civil life. 
The same applies to the eats. Al­ 
though army fare lacks the delicacy 
and choice of a civilian feed, it is 
plenteous and substantial. The Anier- 
iean soldier will fare better this win­ 
ter than the average French person, 
military or otherwise. 
There are no 
"Ioks’’ days An the American army. 
We 
actually eat meat on Mondays and I 
Tuesdays aud have all the bread we 
can go all the time, while the French I 
are always confronted with meatless 
pot a totes s, 
chocolate! ess, 
candyless 
days. Tile usual army breakfast con­ 
sists of bacon, potatoes, gravy, bread 
aud coffee. The feature of the other 
meals frequently is 
stew—which 
is 
good when you’re hungry—beans, etc., 
and there is usually a dessert. 
And 
take coal 
and 
wood, 
for instance. 
There always is a fire in American bar­ 
racks and huts. 
At my last station 
they were laying in the winter supply 
for a base hospital. 
There was a pile 
as big as a Kuropean mountain and 
Hie peasants used to come from neigh 
boring villages just to look at It. 
To 
the French, coal is issued, like bread. 
by card, and tix\v tell me it takes 
trouble, time and pull to get a ton a 
month for a family. 
But the French­ 
man is the tm** philo ocher. 
He nev­ 
er worries. 
He blows on ins hands, 
swings his arms, remarks "We shall i 
be cold this winter.” and dismisses the 


subject as an inevitable proposition 
and 
therefore no 
lit 
subject 
for 
thought or commiseration. 


My present station and its environs 
seem to he lh** center cf fl district de­ 
voted entirely to tile dissemination of 
knowledge to Americans. In tin* near­ 
by town tiler** arc mon* captains, ma­ 
jors, lieutenant colonels and colonels 
than I have ever seen before. 
They, 
too, are going to school—learning war 
as it is now fought, livery officer, ap­ 
parently, no matter what his rank, has 
got to learn before ii** starts here and 
lias grot to go to school. 
They have 
French instructors, as does tins school 
—men fresh from tin* trenches, with 
all th** la test wrinkles. 
I don't know 
whether they grail bayonets and make 
a howling dive over til** theoretical 
top, hut I arn informed that is what 
we are going to do, 
Hight now the 
school is devoting a lot of time to dig­ 
ging 
the 
aforesaid 
trenches. 
The 
trench plan of a fatuous battle is being 
reproduced, I am told. 
I was a little skeptical about com­ 
ing up her with my modest store of 
military knowledge, hut my captain 
said he thought I would make good, 
and here I am. 
The United States 
needs all the talent it can get, he 
said, and declared that tile roof was 
going to lie the Limit on the possibil­ 
ities of advancement for men with th** 
right stuff. 
I never was very ambi­ 
tious, personally, and hadn't thought 
much about a commission personally. 
Anyhow, ic an humble private such a 
possibility seemed a** remote as Berlin. 
And yet her** I am with a fighting 
chance for one. 
It sure Is refutation 
for th** Intimation of hopelessness fre­ 
quently expressed that a man In the 
ranks hasn't a chance. 
Had to adjourn here to stnnd In­ 
spection rtf field equipment and at­ 
tend a brief lecture by tile m ajor in 
« barge of the school. 
It I* dark now. 
Tim major announce*! that discipline 
would ta* as strict h« re as possible, 
that there would be required two hours 
of study each evening, that commis­ 
sions were going to be granted over 
Ju re only to the graduates of such 
schools as the**** exeept to men who 
displayed conspicuous bravery In bat­ 
tle. AUo. lie said. this wa* the pick of 
the army and undoubtedly the finest 
bunch of men In France. 
Whereupon 
I wa* duly gratified.

A properly conducted offensive re­ 
quires the use of six thousand troops 
per mile, for the 
first series of for­ 
ward movements. 
A major advance 
aking a front of twenty miles should 
necessitate an army of 120,000 men, 
with more in reserve. General Persh­ 
ing could undertake operations of this 
magnitude 
if he 
had five 
hundred 
thousand men under him, and allow* 
at the same time for the adequate 
holding of the trenches on both sides 
of the offensive area, 
with a strong 
reserve force to make good casualties. 
After the first half million Ameri­ 
cans get into action, it is not probable 
that those actually engaged in fight­
